Mother Kills Her Children.

children, the eldest of whom was 9 
years and the youngest, .a babe in arms, 
placed their bodies all on one bed, 
saturated the bed- wlih oil-and set flre 
to it. The mother then hacked her 
own throat with a knife and threw j 
herself upon the corpses of her little ! 
ones in the midst of the 
flames.

It was shortly before noon when j 


neighbors 'saw smoke coming from 
the' farmhouse and sent out an alacm. 
Wirhin a few minutes a score or more 
persons who lived near by were on the 
scene.

SHAW ON THE PUBLICi SCHOOLS. 


Secretary of the Treasury Shaw de- 


livered an address in Detroit the oth- 
er night, before"Ihe International con- 
vention of the- Railroad Y,' M. C. A. 
After congratulating the men ou the 
advantages they enjoyed for securing 
a practical education which developed 
self reliance, and the ability to as- 
sume responsibilities, ho had tins to 
say of the public school system: 
. "Twentieth 
century 
conditions in 


the United'States 'are nor 'as well 
calculated. I fear, to' develop strong- 
characters, great minds, colossal per- 
sonalities, as were the conditions in 
the same period of the preceding cen- 
tury," ho declared, and then contin- 
ued: 


"I thoroughly believe in the public 


school, but its tendency is to produce 
fixed types of manhood and woman- 
hood, rather than to develop individu- 
ality. Neither is the modern homo, if 
well conducted, a friend to individual- 
ity. 
In a family of one or two child- 


ren, its natural and relatively easy 
.to keep the boy from crying loudh- 


or laughing boisterously, or fighting 
vigorously. 
The natural 
promptings 


of youth are curbed, his peculiarities 
suppressed, and he is urged to be just 
as- nearly like a girl as it is possible 
for a boy to become. -Be sees little 
of his. father in the home, and when 
he goes to school it is under the tu- 
ition of a girl. 
She can 
doubtless 


teach him some things better than a 
man, but she is less likely to develop 
in him a masculine 
character. Our 


civilization is relatively strong in its 
sympathies and correspondingly weak 
in its chivalry. We may all thank 
God for noble, womanly women, while 
praying to be delivered from sissy 
men. 


"Suppose we follow this lad through 


school. He enters at a certain age and 
as far as possible ho is fashioned to 
a pattern. _He is given just so much 
mathematics, no more and no less; 
just so much geography, no more and 
no less; just so much grammar, no 
more and no less; uird a trace o£ very 
many other tilings, and only a trace 
oC any. 


"Then if he entered at the regula- 


tion ago he will finish his course on 
scjiedule' time, in every way a perfect 
and ideal, if, ;>.s is expected, lie shall 
be : us.tr like every other .sample pro- 
duced at the same factory. His indi- 
viduality has received little encourage- 
ment, and 
what ,is worse still, the. 


chances are ten to one that when he 
is graduated he must seek a situation 
instead of a job. I am not saying it 
can be otherwise; I only speak of con- 
ditions as they exist." 


JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER. 


In his old age, saye- the Wall S'lrcct 


Journal, the richest man in the world 
finds his greatest satisfaction not in 
the contemplation of his vast posses- 
sions and power, but in 
the vi.-sit.of 


respect paid, him by .a body of his"'old- 
friends 
and associates in the city 


where he has made his home. 
There 


is something pathetic in the cajgrerneps 
with which Mr. Rockefeller greeted 
these neighbors and associates1 of his 
business 
life. 
His 
$500,000;000 
or 


more have brought him—what? Great 
power, no doubt, but power widen is 
accompanied by the fear of millions, 
the haired of-multitudes, 
fierce 'at- 


tacks upon his character and public 
record. The -methods by 'which lie lias 
acquired this wealth have been called 
into question 
and even 
the money 


which he has bestowed in charity lias 
been spoken of as "tainted." 
There 


is not in the 'United States today a 
man of standing who is held in less 
general esteem than John D. Rocke- 
feller. 
That is what his money has 


earned for .him. It has put him in a 
solitary place of power and left him 
there, as in a pillory where everybody 
may throw stones at him. The mere 
fact of his1 enormous wealth, regard- 
less of the methodsc of its accrui's.ltion, 
has brought him, this burden of lone- 
liness, distrust and envy.

men who called upon him in Cleve- 
land Tuesday, with 
eager gratitude 


for their 
sympathy, 
and said 
that 


mere money getting is not all there

Hicks fall will be very early this year 
and the first snow of the season will 
Sly shortly after the opening of Oc- 
tober. 
His forecasts for the present 


month are in part as follows: Cover- 
ing from the first to the fifth inclusive 
is the first ' storm 
period. Earth's 


autumnal equinox over this 
period, 


adding its influence to -the Vulcan 
period,,with moon at first quarter and 
extreme declination south. 


By the first the barometer will be

As it ncared Fourth street the 
track on which it was running leads 
to an inside double track. Here the 
engineer of the Soo train sighted the 
Great Western cattle train going for 
the South St. Paul stock yards and 
heading for a split switch which con- 
nects the outside and inside tracks. 
The engineer of the Great Western 
train whistled for brakes, showing 
that his air brakes were not working, 
and as a warning to the Soo train, but 
it evidently was not heard, as the Soo 
train failed to slacken. 


The engine and .first sleeper of the 


Soo train got safely ac^ss.the switch, 
but the second and third sleepers were 
hit.
